Christianity Vilely Attacked in a 
Chinese Pamphlet. 


THE PUBLICATION INTENDED TO INCITE 
ATTACKS ON FOREIGNERS. 


Serious OConsequences of La Grippe in

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 21.—Advices by 
steamship City of Pekin state that it has been 


definitely ascertained that Ohon Han, 
a retired Tao Tali of Changshe 
in Hunan, has issued thousands of 


assailing Christianity, and 
through the provinces 
along the river. Itis known he had emissa- 
ries and sent out 800,000 of these books. The 
contents are described as too vile for belief. 
They contain all the worst charges ever 
made against Christianity. They are in- 
finitely more -mischievous than former 
works, becaue they are not written in the 
Mandarin dialect, but in the vernacular of 
the people. There is evidence to 
prove that Chon Han had blocks made for the 
books and that thousands of copies were 
struck off under his orders. Yet, although 
five people in Huangpiaare tobe punished 
for sellingthe books, the author and his 
friends have not been prosecuted, In fact, 
they are understood tolaughat any foreign 
attempt to bring them to justice as the cause 
of rioting.

The professor expressed the belief, based 
on experience, that those who have once had 
the disease are not proof against subsequent 
attacks, although less Mable to infection. 

The learned gentieman knows of no remedy 
for it, in spite ofall assertions to the con- 
trary. The disease still remainsa puzzle to 
the doctors.

There are alsotwo kinds of diseases 
that follow it—bronchial pneumonia, which 
is lecs dangerous thanthe genuine influenza 
and pneumonia, which usually attacks the 
beart. ;

As pneumonial influenza usu- 
ally affects the cardiac muscle, it is desirable

until they had telegraphed the 8t. Louls bank 
about ft. In the. course of afew hours an 
answer was returned that it was all right. 
Chariton had destroyed the bank’s telegram 
and awaited a reasonable time, when he 
answered the message himself. Silverberg 
secured the money and divided with Chari- 
ton. Both then left town. Silverberg was 
arrested ashorttime afterwards, but Chari- 
ton has thus far eluded the police. 


An inquiry was made at the Merchants’ 
National Bank concering the alleged tele- 
gram. A careful search of the records and 
files for the past three days was made, but 
ho Messages in any way connected with the 
case could be found, so that it is probable 
that the telegram of inguiry sent out never 
passed the operator in Chariton. The bank 
officers had heard no mention of the case 
whatever until questioned concerning it this 
morning.

THE SHARE SYSTEM. 


|To Be Adopted by the St. Louis, Alton 


& Terre Haute Road. 


PRESIDENT GEORGE W. PARKER’S PLAN 
TO BE GIVEN A TRIAL. 


He Would Like to See Cairo Short Line’s 
Employes and Patrons all Become 
Stockholders—Other Roads 
Interest in Profit 
M. K. &T. Appealed a Damage Suit. 


The most notable of recent conversions to 
the doctrine of profit sharing is that of the 
St. Louis, Alton & Terre Haute Railroad Co., 
which operates the Cairo Short Line. Mr. G. 
W. Parker, the President and General Man- 
ager ofthe road, has been friendly to the 
system for some time, as have 
also some of the Eastern directors 
of the company, and it seeems that the Board 
of Directors asa whole has recently. been 
won over and is disposed to give profit shar- 
ingatrial. Mr. Parker stated when asked 
about the matter this morning that the Board 
of Directors had discussed the subject at sev- 
eral of its meetings and that some of them 
were enthusiasti¢ally in favor of the system. 
The only question with them was as to 
whether or not it could be successfully car- 
ried out on thelrroad. A sub-committee had 
been appointed toconsider the matter further 
and formulate a plan to be submitted to the 
board at a future meeting. 

OTHER RAILROADS INTERESTED. 

This sub-committee was now in corre- 
spondence with himself and Mr. N. O. Nel- 
son and others on the subject and had in- 
vited Mr Nelson East toa meeting of rall- 
road men, representing several railroad 
companies, ‘which was to be held 
expressly for considering the  profit- 
Bharing system. Not only the Cairo 
Short Line, but several other railroads were 
seriously considering the subject and. there 
was little doubt that some of them, if not all 
of them, would sooner or later commence 
dividing their garnings with their employes. 

This subcommittee of the St. L. & T. H. Co. 
has drawnup a plan of profit-sharing and 
submitted it to President Parker for his in- 
dorsement, and the gentleman Is well satis- 
fled withit. The question will come up at 
the next annual meeting of the company 
next June and there is little doubt that the 
board willadopt the recommendation of the 
committee, 

MR. PARKER’S VIEWS. 

‘*I believe the system should be adopted 
and for two reasons,’’ said Mr. Parker in the 
course of the conversation above referred to, 
‘*First, it would cement the feeling of friend- 
ship which should prevail between the offi- 
cers and directors of the oompany and 
the employes ; and, second, it would be tothe 
financial advantage of both. From the 
pence of policy alone, the company 
should adoptit. Ifthe employes become in- 
terested in the earnings of the road, in its 
prosperity, in its dividends, the inhabi- 
tants of the country through which 
the road passes will become inter- 
ested as well. The latter will want to 
invest inthe pone nae Ae stock as soon as they 
find that the employes are drawing dividends 
on it, anda public opinion will in time be 
created thatis friendly to railroads.’’ Mr. 
Parker here referred to the prejudice now 
existing in the average jury-room 
against railroad corporations and how 
costly this prejudice is to the companies. 
Without this extra expense and other costs 
made necessary by unfriendly public senti- 
ment and unfriendly legislation, and with 
the hearty co-operation of their employes in 
the operation of the road, the company could 
spend more money on their road-beds and 
rolling stocK, could give their patrons better 
accommodations all around, would have 
fewer accidents, could make larger dividends 
and share them with their employes, and 
would be more prosperous in every respect. 

THE ROAD’S FINANCIAL CONDITION, 

The St. Louls, Alton & Terre Haute Co. is 
how paying 7per cent intereston a bonded 
debt of $7,000,000, and as the bonds don’t fall 
due until 1894, this burden will have tobe 
borne until then. Mr. Parker says 
that the company is now 
in good financial condition and 
particularly as compared with the state of 
affairs when he took charge a few years ago 
and that, as their credit its now 
first class, they should have no dif- 
culty in funding their bonded debt 
at 4 per cent interest, thus 
saving $210,000a year in that oneitem. They 
will be able then, he thinks, to pay a good 
interest on thetr common stock, as well as 
preferred stock, and he would like to see 
most of the company’s stock held by the 
road’s employes and bape vn instead of by 
Eastern capitalists and foreigners. He would 
distribute a certain amount of stock among 
the employes annually in the way of divi- 
dends on their wages, and make the stock so 
valuable asan investment that they would 
prefer it to dividends in cash. 

Just how soon the profit sharing system 
would be inaugurated on the Cairo Short 
Line road Mr. Parker could not say, und he 
did not wish the employes and others inter- 
ested to build their hopes on receiving any 
large dividend before the bonded ~debt bur- 
den was removed. 

In his last annual report Mr. Parker re- 
ferred to the subject of — sharing, and 
there expressed himself as unqualifiedly in 
favor of it.

He knew much about 
her, but for the sake of her daughters he had 
kept quiet, but he did not think he could re- 
main quiet any longer. Mrs. Barnaby, he 
said, had many lovers, and then he spoke of 
her alleged intimacy with Bennett, the 
guide.

THE DEATH OF SENATOR PLUMB. 


Missouri sympathises with Kansas in 
the loss of Senator PLUMB as a loss to the 
whole country west of the Mississippi. 
We recognize in his career and character 
the best types of Western life and man- 
hood. He watched over the interests of 
his constituents with unfailing zeal and 
sagacity, and won and retained respect 
everywhere as an honest, brave and true 
man; true to his people and true to his 
party, but ever true to his own convictions 
of right and duty. 

If the Republican party had been guided 
by his sense of duty and policy it would 
not have lost Kansas last year, nor lost the 
House by the largest majority ever chosen 
to rebuke the policy of an American ad- 
ministration.

START AT MIDNIGHT. 


The Six-Days’ Walking Match to Begin 
at the Natatorium. 


THE “PEDS” IN GOOD TRIM AND CONFI- 
DENT OF GREAT RECORDS, 


Preparations This Morning for the Open- 
ing of the Contest—The Men Who Will 
Start—Conditions of the Race—Old 
Sport Campana in High Feather—A 
Remarkable Character. 


Through the open doors of the Natatorium 
building on Nineteenth and Pine streets 
where the big walking match begins to-night 
there came this morning the sounds of ham- 
mers, the shufflingof feet and the hum of 
voices. Likewise there came the odor of 
numerous more or less vile cigars, for the 
place was fullof‘‘dead game’’ sports, who 
had congregated to witness the final prepara- 
tions for the event. Workmen were 
laying sawdust on the track, others »were 


wetting it down, while still others were pack- 


ing it by means ofa 1,500- pound roller. Work- 
men were putting up rails, erecting bridges 
over the track, fixing up a band stand and 
bracing up the big black board where the 
scores will be exhibited, while still others 
were erecting tents for the accommodation 
of the ‘‘peds.’’ The sixteen performers will 
be lodged in 6 A. wall tents and intwo rooms, 
The two front offices have been turned into 
sleeping apartments and in themand the tents 
cots will be placed. From two to four men 
will be assigned to eachtent. Sleep is arare 
indulgence for the six-day sprinter, anyway, 
and very little accommodation in that direc- 
tion goesan long way. Three of the tents are 
pitched in the front angles of the rink, and 
two at the southeast corner, at the rear. 
Bridges are provided at both ends of the 
track, sothat spectators may pass back and 
forward into the central space without inter- 
fering with the walkers. 
CONDITIONS OF THE RACE. 

The track is but 810 feet10 inches around 
and it requires seventeen laps to covera 
mile. Think of that, 8,500 weary, dizzy cir. 
cumnavigations of the sawdust ring to cover 
the 500 miles required to be ‘*‘in it’’ at the 
finish, For thereare butsix money prizes, 
and they can go only tothe pedestrians who 
cover 500 miles or better. Thus, if the lead- 
ing ‘‘ped’’ should cover 88 miles and 
16 laps he would get but g for his exer- 
tions and ‘‘Prof.’’ Clark, the ring-master 
and general major domo, would getall the 
shekels. But, of course, more than half of 
the distance annihilat will use up more 
than @ trifie Hke 500 “miles. *‘Old Sport’’

When I was 
a young fellow I was the champion 100 yards 
runner, and me record is Wi. I have a 
record for 57:10 for ten miles, made on Oct. 5, 
1860, at Powelton Park, Philadelphia. Yes 
sir, I’ve seen and made friends with all the 
great pugilists and athletes and all the great 
ublic men of my day.

BOLD PIRACY. 


Depredations ofthe Steamer Hattie Gage 
in the Northern Pacific. 
San FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 21.—When the 
little steamer Hattie Gage reaches here next 
Wednesday from Sitka it will be plastered 
deep with libels. The men on board seem 
to have been carrying on a piratical cruise 
in the Arctic, and are not only guilty of mu- 
tiny, but have robbed a mine, a church anda 
supply depot of the Alaska Commerce Co. It

TWO WEAKNESSES. 


Bishop Newman Bewails Their Exist- 
ence in the M. E. Church, 


NO CONTROL OVER THE BUILDING OF 
COLLEGES OR CHURCHES. 


The Sale of St. Paul’s Church in New 
York Pronounced an Egregious Mis- 
take—A Modified Liturgy Discussed— 
An Interesting Meeting of the M. E. 
Ministers—Uther Meetings. 


The ministers of the various denominations 
held their usual weekly meeting this morn- 
ing. TheM. E. Church meeting was ren- 
dered particularly interesting by the pres- 
ence or Bishops Newman and Bowman. The 
meeting opened with fifteen minutes 
devotional exercises led by President 
Joseph Harris, D.D. Rev. W. H. Whitte- 
more read a paper on ‘*The Educa- 
tional Advantages of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.’’ On motion the discussion was 
lai over and Bishop Newman introduced, 
He spoke eloquently of the growth of Method- 
ism and reviewed the progress of 
the church up to the Ecumenical 
Conference. He then spoke of the 
questions which would likely come 
before the next conference touching on the 
question ofa ‘‘modified liturgy,’’ declaring 
himself in favor ofan order of deacons like 
untothat of deaconesses now existing, and 
in conclusion he said that the woman ques- 
tion would not be the burning issue before 
the conference, but others of far greater im- 
portance. 

Dr. Haggerty asked him what was the 
sentiment of the conference on the abandon- 
ing of strongholds like St. Paul’s Church in 
New York City. Dr. Haggerty character- 
ized the act as the greatest blunder 
in Methodism of the centpry, a wonderful 
mistake by which the Episcopal Church 
would profit largely. Bishop Newman in 
answering said: ‘‘I think there are two 
weaknesses in our system. The first Is, 
we have no central authority. I 
hope the next conference will 
remedy the matter by establishing an 
authority that will prevent the multiplica- 
tion of educational institutions which are 
useful for no other purpose than real estate 
speculation. The other weakness is that we 
bave no authority for settling the location 
ot churches. In my boyhood there was 
an incorporated body who held in trust 
allthe church property in New York City, 
and they could suggest the location of a 
church. This abandoning St. Paul’s was an 
egregious mistake. Bishop Andrews of New 
York told me thatthe matter was worryin 

him night and day. The Board of Trustees o 
that congregation have over $350,000,and there 
is no power outside of them te determine 
where the new church will be built. If Ihad 
that money I would double it by subscriptions 
and erect a church in New York City, south of 
Central Park, which would be an honor to 
the Methodist Church. I hope that the next 
conference willtake some steps to remedy 
these two e ing weaknesses in our 
church.’’ 

The question was asked: ‘‘Ought we to 
have a modified liturgy that would be ob- 
ligatory on all churches?’’ Neltherof the 
Bishops would give a direct answer, but 
Bishop Newman said the principle was 
recognized that pastors must follow out 
a liturgy. The Executive Committee 
then announced that next Monday Dr. Nic- 
colls would address the Evangelical Alliance 
on the subject ofa united revival service in 


this city.

Kansas Senator. 


THE END NOT UNEXPECTED BY HIS REL- 
ATIVES AND FRIENDS, 


Continued Overwork and the Cares of 
Public Life Hastened the Inevitable— 
His Wish That He Might “Die Like 
Beck’? Gratified — Brief Biography of 


the Distinguished Statesman. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Preston B. Plumb, 
the senior Senator from Kansas, is dead. The , 
eall came suddenly and agreed with his re-,; 
cently express wish that his end might be 
like that-of Senator Beck of Kentucky. 

Saturday until past midnight Mr. Plumb sat! 
talking with ex-Postmaster-General Frank 
Hatton , ex-Senator Mahone of Virginia, and 
others. He sent a note to his private secre- 
tary, Mr. Fleniken, telling him to come to his 
rooms at 10 o’clock this morning. He went; 
to bed shortly after 1 o’clock. An hour, 
later the people in the house where he lived 
were aroused by him. He complained of 
feeling badly. Dr. Wales, who had been 
the Senator’s physician, was sent for, He 
came and remained until 6 o’clock. He 
went away,leaving the Senator easier. About 
7 o’clock Mr. Plumb fellinto a sleep, from 
which he never awakened. The people of the 
house watched with him until Mr. Fleniken, 
accompanied by Col. Manning, came to keep 
the 10 o’clock appointment. The Senator was 
sleeping easier, and the Secretary ar’ Col. 
Manning kept very quiet so as not to‘a*turb 
him. At jl o’clock the breathing suddenly 
became heavy. Col. Manning whispered to 
Mr. Fleniken: ‘‘That sounds badly. Idon’t 
like it.’ They went to the bedside and 
turned the Senator on his side. But@nat aid 
not arouse him. Col. Manning started at 
once for the doctor. Dr. Wales had just left 
his house on the way to the Senator’s rooms.

TO-DAY’S OBSEQUIES. 


HONORS PAID THE DEAD—THE CASKET IN THE 
CAPITOL. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—To day the 
United States Senate, the House of Represen- 
tatives, the executive and judicial depart- 
ments of the Government, the representa- 
tives of foreign powers and his many: friends 
among the Washington public paid the last 
tribute of affection and respect to the mem- 
ory of the late Senator Preston B. Plumb. 
Early this morning the body was placed in 
a handsome cloth-covered casket of cedar, 


on the lid of which wasa plain silver plate 
bearing the following inscription: 
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PRESTON B. PLUMB. : 
Born Oct. 12, 1837, : 
Died Dec. 20, 1891. 


During the night the only watchers at the 
residence of the deceased on Fourteenth 
street were a detail of messengers fro 
the Capitol and his private’  secré- 
tary. his morning there were a 
few callers at the house, mostly 
Senate employes, who greatly admired Sen- 
ator Plumbin his life for his many chari- 
table efforts in their behalf and held his 
memory inthe deepest reyerence. Among 
the callers were Capt. J.C. Lindsey of Kan 
sas. whocommandeda company in Sena- 
tor Plumb’s regiment duringthe war and 
was his warm personal friend. At 100’clock 
the casket was borne from tbe house to the 
hearse by eight of the Capitol police under 
the direction of Assistant Sergeant-at- 
Arms Merritt. 

THE CORTEGE. 

Immediately the smali funeral cortege,con- 
sisting of the hearse, drawn by two coal 
black horses, caparisoned with heavy robes 
of black netting,a carriage, in which rode 
Mr. Merritt and the private secretary anda 
few admirers of the late Senator, started to- 
wards the Capitol. 

There were no floral decorations at the 
house and save a small wreath of white 
immortelles on top of the casket, sent by the 
Chief Clerk of the Treasury Department, 
there was nothing to relieve the somber 
blackness of the casket which contained all 
that remained of the late distinguished Kan-

George R. Peck,the 
General Solicitor of the Santa Fe, had had 
much to do with inducing the Senator to plan 
the trip. They were to have gone together. 
‘*You’re breaking down. You willl go all to 
pieces,’’ Peck said. His argument was of no 
avail. Senator Plumb remained behind, 
plunged into the campaign and made a most 
exhausting canvass of the State. He came to 
Washington in November, Knowing that 
something was wrong with him. When he got 
up suddenly from his chair he staggered, 
dazed sensations were frequent. Now and 
then as he walked he staggered. He began 
to be afraid of himself. He went to one 
specialist after another. One thumped on 
his chest, listened and told him his heart was 
all right. Another tested for the dreaded 

Bright’s disease, and found no trace of kid- 
ney disease. Anoculist looked into his eyes 
and said the darkness which came at times 
was not located there. And when the exam- 
ination was all over the doctors said it must 
be a case of fatty degeneracy ofthe brain. 
They warned the Senatorthat his condition 
was most critical; that apoplexy was prob- 
able atany hour. The Senator knew what 
wascoming. And after he had learned the 
truth he made the the remark: ‘‘l want to 
go the way Beck did.’’ 
FUNERAL PREPARATIONS. 

A few minutes after death occurred the Ser- 
geant-at- Arms of the Senate, asis the usual 
custom, took charge of the remains. An 
undertaker was summoned and the embalm.- 
ing was completed about 20’clock. Between 
Band 40’clock a message was received from 
Mrs. Plumb, who is in Emporia, saying: 
‘‘Pon’t embalm the body.’’ This was fol- 
lowed in perhaps three-quarters of an hour 
by an explanatory message from a neighbor 
of the family tothis effect: ‘‘Be sure that 
life is extinct. Mr. Plumb had _.an at- 
tack of suspended animation lasting 
over four hours last winter and 
seemed to be dead. When you are sure that 
life is extinct come as soon as you Ccan.’’ 
Nothing was known, even by those most 

‘closely associated with the Senator, about 

this attack having been of suchalength. It 
was only known that he had a rather pro- 
There 
was not the slightest doubt, however, among 
those here thatin this case death had cer- 
tainly come an hour before the embalming 
began. To quiet any possible feeling of 
alarm on Mrs. Plumb’s part Dr. Wales to- 
night prepared a statement, which will be 
carried to her by Mr. Fleniken, 

In accordance with the wishes of the fam- 
ily, as expressed inthe dispatches from Em- 
poria, arrangements have been made to leave 
with the bodyto-day. At 10o0’clockin the 
morning the body will be taken to the Senate 
chamberand will llein state. Atl o’clock 
services will be held. At3:25 o’clock inthe 
afternoon the funeral party will start for the 
West by the Pennsylvania. The party will 
reach St. Louis Tuesday evening, Kansas 
City Wednesday morning and Emporia about 
40’clock Wednesday afternoon. 

Although he had been suffering from the 
approach of this disease for a year, Senator 
Plumb did not show it to the casual observer.

After 
one of those blinding, staggering attacks he 
would pull himself together and plunge into 
life’s activities. Even after he returned last 
night from Philadeiphia and the last consul- 
tation with Dr. Pepper, and whenhe had 
told his landlady that he would have to

LIFE HISTORY, 


BRIEF BIOGRAPHY OF THE DISTINGUISHED 
SENATOR. : 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21. — Preg- 
ton B.@Plumb was born :in Delaware 
county, O., Oct. 12, 1837. After receivinga 
common school education he learned the 
printer’s trade. 1In1856 he moved to Kansas, 


and commenced farming near Emporia. 
While on the farm he studied law, and in 
i861 he was admitted to the bar. He was a 
member of the Leavenworth Constitutional 
Convention of 1859, and in 1862 he was 
elected a member of the State Legislature 
where he served as Chairman of the Ju 
dicilary Committee. After the adjournment 
of the Legislature he was appointed reporter 
of the Supreme Court. This position he re- 
signed in August, 1862, to enter the army as 
Second Lieutenant of the Eleventh Kansas 
Infantry, and served through the war with 
that regiment, having been Lieutenant- 
Colonel when the regiment was mustered out. 
He was a memberand Speaker of the Kansas 
House of Representatives in 1867, and alsoa 
member in 1568, He was elected to the United 
States Senate to succeed James M. Harvey 

and took his seat March 4, 1877; was re- 
elected in 1883 and in 1888, His term would 
have expired in 1895. 

Senator Plumb was a man of most positive 
views, but always had a keen appreciation of 
the line of separation between the impracti- 
cable and the expedient.

OFFICIAL ACTION, 


SENATOR PEFFER’S TOUCHING TRIBUTE TO HIS 
COLLEAGUE’S MEMORY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—When the 
Senate met at noon, the Chamber was partly 
arranged for the funeral obsequies. The 
desk and chair of the deceased Senator were 
heavily draped. The galleries were crowded 
with spectators, except the diplomatic and 
the Vice-President’s galleries, which were re- 
served. In the opening prayer 


Rev. J. G. Butler, the Chaplain, 
referred in a feeling manner to the deatb of 
Senator Plumb. Sanctifled, he said, be this 
last bereavement. Teach us Heavenly Wis- 
dom; hear us when we commend to thee, 
very jtenderly, thy hand maiden fn her soli- 
tude and sadness and overwhelming sorrow, 
in her distant home. We pray that thou wilt 
sustain and comfort her in thy peace. 

On motion of Mr. Manderson the reading 
of the journal was dispensed with and Mr. 
Peffer rose to make the formal announce- 
mentof Mr. Plumb’s death and to offer the 
usual resolutions. He said: 

MR. PRESIDENT—I esteem myself peculiarly 
unfortunate in that before 
been a member of this 
long enough to have 
familiar with even the dimensions of the 
chamber in which we sit, lam called upon to 
announce the death of my distinguished col- 
league, upon whose wonderful resources I 
had expected largely to rely. 

PFEFFER’S EULOGY. 

‘*preston B. Plumb, a Senator from Kansas, 
died in this city yesterday at ten minutes be- 
fore 120’clock. Thisis not thetime nor the 
occasion to speak at length of the life and the 
public services of the absent Senator. The 
Gark drapery about the seat he so long 
occupied, forcibly reminds his fel- 
low-members that they have lost 
one of their most active and industrious 
workers. His experience, his practical way 
of dolug things, his sagacity and his great 
powers of endurdnce, his constancy and 
faithfulness on duty, and his alertness in ac- 
tion, made his a conspicuous figure among 
the strong men of the nation. 

‘*But there are others who feel this be- 
reavement more Keeuly than we, upon whom 
the blow has fallen with crushing weight. 
There isa home where this man was known 
as the world knows him not, a place where 
hearts are lacerated and bleeding, where a 
loving family will be giad, even 
in their grief, to receive at our hands 
what Is left of the fond husband and father in 
whose life theirs was closely bound, To them 
there are at least two sources of consolation. 
One that he fell while on duty at his post 
in the service of his country; the other that 
there is a fountain of strength, infinite in 
power and duraticn, from which we 
all may drawintime of need. At the proper 
time I will ask the Senate to nameatime 
when we may pay tribute to our deceased 
brother in an appropriate manner; and now, 
Mr. President, loffer the following resolu- 
tions: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, That the sudden death of the Hon. Pres- 
ton B. Plumb, causes profound sorrow and deep re- 
gret to his associates in the Senate. 

Resolved, That a committee of five Senators be ap- 
pointed by the Vice-President to take action witha 
committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives, for superintending the funeral of the 
late Senator Plumb; and as & mark of 
respect for hismemory that his body be removed 
from the capitol to the State of Kansas in charge of 
the Sergeant-At-Arms and attended by said commit- 
tee, which shall have full power tu carry this reso- 
lutfon into effect. 

Resolved, That the Senate will at 12:30 to-day at- 
tendinits chamber the exercises incident to his 
funeral, and that these resolutions be communicated 
to the House of Representatives. 

The resolutions were agreed to unani- 
mously, and the Vice-President announced 
as the committee on the part of the Senate 
Messrs. Peffér, Dolph, Paddock, Ransom and 
Palmer. 

The Senate then, on motion of Mr. Sher- 
man, took a recess till 1 p. m. 

Atip. m. the Senate was cailed to order 
by the Vice-President. During the hours of 
recess the work of preparing the chamber 
for the funeral ceremonies had been com- 
pleted. A row of arm chairs had been placed 
in the area in front of the clerk’s 
desk and the western sides or 
the chamber (the one occupied 
by Democratic Senators, had been arranged 
and set apart for the occupancy of members 
of the House of Répresentatives. 

The public galleries in the meantime be- 
came crowded to their utmost capacity and 
even the halis and corridors leading to them 
were packed with people seeking to gain ad- 
mittance. 

IN THE CHAMBER. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock the Cabinet 
officers and Jassistant secretaries of execu.

Advancing tothe Clerk’s desk, the Chap- 
lain read seiected passages of Scripture ap- 
propriate to the occasion and recited a beau- 
tiful hymn commencing: ‘‘Oh, to be ready 
when death shall come; oh, to be ready to 
hasten home.’’ A brief prayer was followed 
by other selections from the burial service.

A RCHBISHOP KENRICK’S SICKNESS. 


He Has Been Confined Ever Since He Fell 
on the Street. 


The reports concerning the continued ill 
health of the venerable Archbishop Kenrick 
have caused great solicitude to 
his many friends. Ever since the 


sudden attack of weakness which seized the 
aged prelate during his daily walk,about two 
weeks ago, and which showed that the excit- 
ing events of the Jubilee celebration had told 
heavily on his enfeebled constitution, he has 
not been able to leave his Altnough 
given the most tender nursing by 
his niece, Miss Eustace, and the undivided 
attention of his physician, Dr. Gregory, 
has scarcely rallied from the attack. 
The succession of festivities attend- 
ant upon the jubilee celebration 
would have told heavily on a man less 
advanced in years than the Archbishop. 
Borne up perhaps by the excitement the 
venerable jubilarian sustained the strain 
wonderfully. Aslight cold contracted while 
sitting on the stage of Music Hall during the 
children’s celebration made itself felt, 
however, and a week later while 
out taking his usual afternoon walk he fell 
headlong to the ground Es fit of mo- 
mentary weakness. He was liftea tenderly 
into a passing Carriage and taken to his 
home. Since then he hasnever left his bed. 
It was expected that he would rally 
quickly, as it was thought that the spell of 
weakness was only momentary, but his con- 

tinued weakness has caused the most pro- 

found sorrow and apprehension. 

A call was made at the Archepiscopal rest- 
dence this morning to ascertain the real 
state of His Grace’s health. The door was 
opened by a housemaid, who announced 
that Miss Eustace couldn’t be seen,as she was 
sick in bed. An inquiry after the Archbishop’s 
health elicited the reply that he was better. 

**Has he been able to be up since the acci- 
dent which befell him?’’ 

‘*I can’t say, sir!’’ wastherésponse. ‘*I 
was told not to answer any questions.’’ 

**But is the Archbishop geriously sick?’’ 

**I can’t answer you, You'll have to ask 
the doctor.’’ 

**And who Is he?’’ 

‘*Dr. Gregory, butI shouldn’t have told 
you that,’’ she added, evidently displeased 
at having made that confession. Dr. Greg- 
ory was out whenthe reporter called and 
would not be home for several hours. The 
evident anxiety of the family to conceal the 
extent of the Archbishop’s malady is taken 
by many as an indication that his indisposi- 
tion is of a serious nature, 
The constant attention that Miss Eustace has 
given her venerable uncle has told heavily on 
her, and she has been confined to her bed for 
several days. She is not a strong woman, 
and withstood the excitement of the jubilee 
celebration less bravely than heruncle. She 
fainted three times at one of the receptions 
given in his honor.

Sir Edwin Arnold Will Reclaim It From 
Brahmin Desecration. 


THE HOLY SHRINE ANTEDATES THE 
CHRISTIAN ERA 300 YEARS. 


Followers of the Faith a Unit for the 
Restoration—Whatthe Great Agnostic 
Says Concerning His Own Religious 
Belief—Science Confirms His Faith in 
the Soul’s Immortality. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 21.—*‘I have under way 
a mammoth project of interestto the entire 
world, particularly tothe religious world,’’ 
said Sir Edwin Arnold toareporter. ‘‘If the 
project does not reach maturity by next 
winter, as I believe it willfrom the impetus 
given it already, I shall goto India and close 
the negotiations necessary toits consumma- 
tion.

She bad returned here from Arkan- 
sas, the minister said, with six children, and 
her husband was now sick in that State and 


unable to work. 
HER SON’S DEATH. 

A few days ago her 19-year-old son, the sole 
support of the family, was brought home 
from his work desperately sick with la 
grippe. This, together with the swamp 
fever in his system, from which he was just 
recovering, brought him down rapidly. There 
was no fuelin the housé, and but one bed- 
comfort to protect the boy from the cold. 
His mind wandered, and he talked 
continuously about going to work, 
Dr. Hartwig ordered him sent to 
the hospital, and wrapped in the 
comfort he was sentaway. This was Friday 
noon, and four hours afterward he died and 
word was sent the distracted mother that 
unless the body was claimed in forty-eight 
hours it would be sent to the medical college. 
The story was told in simple words, but the 
earnest manner of the minister and the trem-

deeply. Many women burst into tears as the 
minister asked the people to think of having 
a child, a brother or a mother carted away 
to be cut to pieces.

A Marked Change Apparent Among the 
Parms—Increase in the Winter Wheat 
and the Fruit Acreage—The Cattle Pas- 
tures Being Largely Given Up to Fruit 
Culture. 


MASCOUTAH, Il., Dec. 21.—Next season will 
gee a very decided change in the agricultural 
conditions of this part of Illinois. Not only 
will the wheat acreage be very materially tn- 
creased, but the number of fruit trees will be 
very nearly doubied. What the profits of the 
wheat growers have been is familiar to all, 
but the fruit growers have been fully as 
fortunate, and for some time past the 
nurserymen have been driving a thriving 
business. It is learned that the number of 
young trees set out in this section 
of the State during the past three months is 
greater than auring any previous period of 
two years, and with the opening of spring 
many more orchards will be planted. This 
does mot signify that any considerable 
amount of land will be withdrawn from th 
grain producing area of the State, but it does 
signify a very material reduction in the 
pasture acreage. With the steady advance 
in the value of land, and the continued low 
price of cattle, many farmers have given up 
@ great part of tlielr herds, an 
are confining themselves to raising 
blooded animals. The land thus vacated is 
very generally being turned into orchards, 
and the fruit crop of Illinols ts certain tot 
fa r greater than ever before; that is, unless 
bad season should interfere, forthere will 
be more fruit trees than have ever been un- 
der cultivation. So great has beenthe de- 
mand for young fruit trees that the n: rsery- 
men have not been able to supply it an 
other States have been called upon toa con- 
siderable extent.

A Marked Change Apparent Among the 
Farms—Increase in the Winter Wheat 
and the Fruit Acreage—The Cattle Pas- 
tures Being Largely Given Up to Fruit 
Culture. 


MascouTvAg, fll., Dec. 21.—Next season will 
see a very decided change in the agricultural 
conditions Of this part of Illinois. Not only 
will the wheat acreage be very materially in- 
creased, but the number of fruit trees will be 
very nearly doubled. What the profits of the 
wheat growers bave been is familiar to all, 
but the fruit growers have been fully as 
fortunate, and for some time past the 
nurserymen have been driving a thriving 
business. It is learned that the number of 
young trees set out im this section 
of the State during the past three months is 
greater than during any previous period of 
twoyears, and with the opening of spring 
many more orchards will be planted, This 
does not signify that any considerable 
amount of land will be withdrawn from the 
grain producing area of the State, but it does 
signify a very material reduction in the 
pasture acreage. With the steady advance 
in the value of land, and the continued low 
price of cattle, many farmers have given up 
a great part of their herds, and 
are confining themselves to raising 
blooded animals. The land thus vacated is 
very generally being turned into orchards, 
andthefruitcrop of Ilnoils ts certain to be 
fa r greater than ever before; that is, unless a 
bad season should interfere, forthere will 
be more fruit trees than have ever been un- | 
der cultivation. So great has beenthe de-

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Baék Sullivan no Longer—Result of the 
Amateur Athletic Union Boxing and 
Wrestling Championships — Sporting 
News. 


President Chris Yon der Ahe of the St. 
Louis Club was seen at his office on Grand 
avenue this morning relative to the players 
the St. Louis Club areto have next season, 
The question has been raised and more or 
less discussed as to whether in the distribu- 
tion of players St. Louis did not get the worst 
of the deal, and if the players obtained rank 
with the players lost or gone to other places. 
Mr. Von Ger Ahe is very emphaticin his ex- 
pressions on the subject and says he wishes 
it understood once and for all that he did not 
get left in the division of players. Said he: 

‘*] did not get dumped on this arrange- 
ment, and I have been in this business too 
long to get left on players, whén it is so very 
important that I should havea good nine.

Buckley, Cliff Car- 
roil, Werden and Van Dyke are all good men, 
and they arenotall. When I can announce 
my nine everybody will be satisfied that it is 
as gooda team as St. Louis ever had. My 
second baseman was the star man in the 
League and is the best second baseman in the 
country.’’ Mr, Von der Ahe was asked what 
would become of McCarthy, Fuller, O’Neil 


and Hoy. 

‘*We did not want them. O’Neil goes to 
Cincinnati and Hoy to Washington. We could 
have had them if we wanted them, but we 
did not want to take them. To show you how 
it was, can say thatthe others came to me 
and asked whatI would do. I did not have 
to ask any favors. Ihave had my choice and 
am satisfied with whatI have got. I looked 
out for myself and my associates in the Asso- 
ciation and am perfectly satisfied.’’ 

The Cincinnati Times- Star says that in addi- 
tion to Comiskey, the Cincinnati Club will 
get Catcher Morgan Murphy of the Boston 
Association Club and Burke, the all-round 
man of the Milwaukee team.

For Pitcher Stivetts, who goesto Bos- 
ton, St. Louis receives ‘‘Kid’’ Gleason, an 
excellent man, but not the equal of Stivetts, 
as either a pitcher or a batsman. 
In fact Stivetts was the best pitcher 
inthe Association last season, and is about 
as zoodaman inthe box fortwo games a 
week as there is in the fleld to-day. Heis not 
aman whocan be pitched every day, how- 
ever. Stivetts did great work last seasonand 
plenty of it, and the drinking he did was 
not so bad as the St. Louls management 
would now have the public believe.

CHOYNSKI AND MAHER, 
According to a San Francisco dispatch the 
directors of the California Athletic Club are 
disappointed over Jake Kilrain’s determina- 


tion to retire from the prizering, It was 
their intention, as the dispatch says, to hang 
up a large purse for an  enceunter 
between him and Joe Choynski, who de- 
feated Billy Woods last Thursday. 
The Club has now decided to try to 
induce Peter Maher, the ‘‘Irish champlion,’’ 
to go out to the coast to fight Choynski. Ne- 
gotiations to that effect are now in progress 
and it is not at all unlikely that the affair will 
be brought toa climax shortly. An encounter 
between these two heavy-weilghts will excite 
an unlimited amount of interest throughout 
the pugilistic world. Choynski has thor- 
oughly demonstrated his fitness to be ranked 
among the tip-toppers of his class, and while 
it cannot be saidthat heis looked uponasa 
possible candidate for the world’s champion- 
ship it must be admitted that he will 
make a formidable opponent for any of the 
heavyweights barring Sullivan and possibly 
Slavin. This, of course, includes Jim Cor- 
bett, who has defeated Choynski twice, tut 
the latter was buta boy atthe time of both 
encounters with little ring experience or 
science. He has improved wonderfully in 
both since his last encounter with ‘‘Pompa- 
dour James,’’ and while not quite so clevera 
sparrer as Corbett heisa much harder hit- 
ter. In Australia he met and defeated Mick 
Dooley, who is regarded as the most scientific 
heavyweight in the colonies. He also whipped 
Fogarty, the **jaw-breaker,’’ and 
won both bDattles with ease and in 
short order. Choynski also bested other 
lesser lights. His only defeats while out 
there were administered to him by Joe God- 
dard, who Knocked him out twice. The Cali- 
fornia pugilistic colony have unlimited con- 
fidence in Choynski’s ability to hold his own 
withany or the heavy-weights, excepting. 
asis stated above, Champion Sullivan and 
Slavin. Peter Maher, whomit is proposed to 
pit against him, is arecent arrival in Amer- 
ica. He is champion of Ireland. Nothing 
muchis known of his fighting abilities in 
this country beyond the fact that he 
whipped Gus Lambert, a great big 
overgrown wrestler who concluded he was 
putup fora prize fighter. Lambert cameto 
this conclusion after he failed to score a suc- 
cess asa wrestler. After he satisfied himself 
of this fact he crossed the Atlantic and tried 
conclusions with Maher, who was in London 
at the time looking fora contest. Maher de- 
feated Lambert with ease. Maher also 
whipped a few scrub English pugilists and 
was brought over to this country by Billy 
Maddern, who has been booming him exten- 
sively, although steering him clear of a ring 
contest. So far Maher has met Jim 
Daly, Jorbett’s sparring partner, 
Jack Fallon the Brooklyn strong 
boy, ‘*Sallor’’ Brown, Harlem Jack Smith’’ 
and a few others, some of whom rank better 
than third-class heavy-weights. He has, it 
must be admitted, demonstrated .that ke is 
no ordinary man, but it remains to be seen
